NEW YORK, July 2.—Wiley Poet and Harold Gatty, aer­ 
ial boomerangs, who sprinted around the world in eignt days, 
fifteen hours and fifty-one minutes, today wanted to sleep 
but fame was knocking on their door. 
They had knocked the record for circling the globe into 
smithereens. The Graf Zeppelin had done it in twenty-two 
days. 
Averaging a flying speed of more than 150 miles an 
hour, they had made a merry-go-round out of the world 
astride their flashing plane, the “Winnie Mae.” 
Around the world like a clock—15,000 miles — ticking 
from New York to Harbor Grace to Chester, England, Han­ 
over, Germany, Berlin, Moscow, Siberia, Alaska, Edmonton, 
Cleveland and home again to New York. Over two oceans, 
jagged mountain range®, arid deserts, unseen lands and un­ 
touched clouds, the cream-colored monoplane streaked to 
glory under the scientific whip of a one-time Oklahoma farm­ 
er for pilot and a loan Australian as navigator.

Frederick A. Stokes has sam 
that American literature is likely to sutler from the policy of extreme 
conservatism which publishers have adopted Mr. Stokes believes m at 
this course will discourage unknown writers end prevent many volumes 
of literary and artistic merit from reaching the public. 
Assuredly it is difficult for the unknown writer to be reconciled to 
the present situation, which Mr. Stokes has 
faced so frankly. 
Every 
day he sees advertised for sale books no better than those he has writ­ 
ten He does not understand how these volumes could promise any great 
financial return. Yet he is told that this is the standard upon which 
acceptance of a manuscript Us generally based. 
He will be further discouraged to learn from Mr. Stokes that only 
10.127 books were published last year, compared to 13,410 lh 1910 He 
has a right to ask what has become of the reading public in an age 
when literacy is steadily increasing. 
While publishers, like everyone else, must live, and while they may 
have good reasons for the policy which they now follow, it would seem 
that their responsibility for the direction and salvation of American 
literature Is clear. As critics and judges 
of 
literature, 
they 
must 
realize th at some of their number have flooded the m arket with trashy, 
cheap novels pandering to neurotic taste. Are they not in a portion to 
raise the standard of the public choice of reading m atter and to bring 
out vigorous new talent?
